ENDOWMENT FUND FOR THE MAINTENANCE OF GREENFIELD HALL 


One of the members of The Historical Society of Haddonfleld, alarmed 
over the constant need for expensive repairs to our property, Green- 
field Hall, and wishing to remain anonymous, had a lawyer send an 
invested sum of about $5,000.00 in securities to the Society. This 
gift was sent to establish an endowment fund to be kept invested or 
reinvested by a Trust Committee.

THIS IS HADDONFIELD 


The reprinting project of the original 1963 edition of the book, This is 
Haddonfield, began following the depletion of the supply of books in 1983. 
The Executive Board of the Society authorized the reprinting of 1000 copies. 

Seven addendums written by Sylvia Long, Joseph Hart el, Patricia Burns, 

Marion P. Tatem, Stanley Redman, Jesse Haydock, Jr. and Edna Haydock, up- 
dating the history on the newer developments in town and and a rebuilt In- 
dex, ably done by Mrs. James Tassini ( Katherine) , Chairman of the Library 
Committee, was added. 

Jesse Haydock and Joseph Hartel discovered the original of a map of Old 
Gloucester County drawn by the local surveyor, Thomas Sharp, in 1700. A 
photographic copy of the map is mounted inside the back cover of the new 
printing. While showing the effects of 280 years of handling, it verifies 
who owned the properties at that time and gives a fairly accurate idea of 
the geography from Gloucester City north to Camden and back from the Dela- 
ware toward the ocean about ten miles. 

Edna Haydock, editor of the first printing of This Is Haddonfield, cele- 
brated her 103rd birthday on February 7. A few days later, following her 
birthday, she remarked that she had one more project that must be finished 
—it was to complete her research on the Robert’s Farm. As an enthusiastic 
motivator and researcher, she is unbeatable and will no doubt complete her 
task. 
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
